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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public.  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  Stales  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding 
the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that  section.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SUGAR,   SIRUP,   MOLASSES  AND   FOOD   STARCHES. 

The  total  commercial  holdings  on  January  1,  1918,  of  the  food  commodities  for  which  figures  are  given  in  this  issue,  assuming  that 
the  reports  received  cover  from  85  to  90  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks,  were  as  follows:  Sugar,  1,400,000,000  pounds;  sirup,  63,000,000 
gallons;  molasses,  30,000,000  gallons;  honey,  14,000,000  pounds;  candy,  130,000,000  pounds;  and  tapioca,  sago,  cornstarch  and  other 
food  starches,  83,000,000  pounds. 

Commercial  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1918,  represent  the  following  percentages  of  the  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1917: 
Sugar,  56.6  per  cent;  sirup,  106.1  per  cent;  molasses,  130.7  per  cent;  honey,  72.6  per  cent;  candy,  94.1  per  cent;  and  food  starches, 
109.1  per  cent. 

It  thus  appears  that  during  the  year  1917  there  was  a  very  marked  decrease  in  the  stocks  of  sugar  and  a  less  marked  decrease  in  the 
stocks  of  honey  and  candy.  The  commercial  holdings  of  sirup  and  molasses  as  well  as  of  starches  used  for  food,  on  the  other  hand,  were 
slightly  larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  a  year  earlier. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SUGAR. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  sugar  reported  in  the  War  Emergency 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  1,185,137,978  pounds. 
Of  this  total  the  manufacturers  of  sugar  held  66.6  per  cent,  or 
almost  exactly  tw^o-thirds.  The  warehouses  held  only  4.3  per  cent 
and  the  wholesale  dealers  and  retail  dealers  each  held  7.9  per  cent.

The  bakers  held  2.6  per  cent  and  the  confectioners  2.9  per  cent, 
the  remainder,  amounting  to  7  per  cent  of  the  total,  being  held  by 
a  miscellaneous  group.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  the  classes 
of  business  mentioned,  as  well  as  by  certain  subdivisions  of  the 
main  classes,  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1.  The  relative 
importance  of  the  stocks  reported  by  the  different  classes  of  business 
is  shown  graphically  by  Diagram  1.

The  holdings  of  each  of  the  important  classes  of  business  reporting 
sugar  are  shown,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  Table  3. 
The  distribution  of  these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  also 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  2,  while  the  stocks  reported  for 
the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in 
Diagram  3.  Among  the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the  country, 
the  Mountain  division  led  in  total  stocks  reported  by  a  very  wide 
margin.     The  Pacific  division  came  second,  and  the  East  North

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Central  third.  Diagram  3  makes  it  apparent  that  the  very  strong 
showing  of  the  Mountain  states  in  commercial  stocks  of  sugar  was 
due  to  the  holdings  of  Colorado  and  Utah,  while  the  rank  of  the 
Pacific  division  was  due  almost  entirely  to  the  large  holdings  of 
California.  The  holdings  of  these  four  states,  as  well  as  those  of 
Louisiana  and  Michigan,  were,  as  the  table  indicates,  very  largely 
in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturers.  In  the  state  of  New  York, 
which  ranks  fifth  on  the  list,  however,  the  warehouses  held  prac- 
tically as  much  as  the  manufacturers. 


Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  holdings  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1, 
1917,  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1  and  are  also 
given,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  in  Table  4.  From  these 
figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  stocks  reported  by  the  manufac- 
turers for  January  1,  1918.  were  only  59.9  per  cent  of  those  which 
they  held  a  year  earlier.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  this  decrease  in 
the  stocks  held  by  manufacturers  was  very  largely  in  the  holdings 
of  the  cane  sugar  and  sirup  mills  and  sugar  refineries,  the  stocks 
of  these  concerns  being  only  25.4  per  cent  of  those  held  on  January

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1,  1917.  The  beet  sugar  mills,  however,  reported  stocks  equal  to 
87  5  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  warehouses  show  the 
greatest  relative  decrease  of  all  classes  of  business,  their  stocks  on 
the  date  of  the  survey  being  only  18.0  per  cent  of  those  held  on 
January  1,  1917.  The  wholesale  grocers  and  other  wholesale  dealers, 
as  well  as  the  retailers,  reported  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey 
only  about  one-half  as  large  as  those  of  a  year  earlier.  The  con- 
fectioners and  the  bakers,  on  the  other  hand,  reported  slightly 
increased  stocks,  while  the  milk  condensaries  reported  stocks  nearly 
two  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  those  held  on  January  1,  1917. 
The  total  stocks  reported  by  all  classes  of  business  for  January  1, 
1918,  were  equal  to  56.6  per  cent  of  those  held  by  the  same  concerns 
on  January  1,  1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  SIRUP. 

The  total  stocks  of  sirup  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  55,113,993  gallons.  Of  this  total  the  cane  sugar 
and  sirup  mills  and  sugar  refineries  held  only  59  per  cent  and  the 
warehouses  only  1.6  per  cent.  The  wholesale  dealers  held  21.0 
per  cent  and  the  retail  dealers  an  even  larger  percentage,  namely, 
37.4  per  cent.  The  confectioners  held  7.8  per  cent;  the  bakers,  1.2 
per  cent;  and  the  brewers,  1.0  per  cent,  the  remainder  being  held 
by  miscellaneous  concerns.  The  stocks  reported  for  each  class  of 
business  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  and  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  main  classes  are  also  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  5. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  sirup  is  shown,  for  each 
class  of  business,  in  Table  8.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

Among  the  geographic  divisions  the  West  South  Central  reported 
the  largest  total  stocks  of  sirup.  The  Pacific  division  ranks  second, 
and  the  Fast  North  Central  division,  third.  The  distribution  of 
these  stocks  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  6,  and  is  given  in 
detail  for  each  class  of  business,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states, 
in  Table  6.  The  stocks  of  sirup  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  im- 
portant states  are  shown  in  Diagram  7.  California  and  Texas,  it 
will  be  seen,  far  outrank  the  other  states  on  the  list  in  the  holdings 
of  this  commodity.  Illinois  and  New  York  come  third,  and  fourth, 
respectively,  with  Louisiana  fifth,  and  Wisconsin  sixth  The  Lou- 
isiana stocks,  as  indicated  by  the  table,  were  very  largely  in  the 
hands  of  the  cane  sugar  and  sirup  mills  and  refineries.  The  stocks 
of  the  other  states  just  mentioned,  on  the  other  hand,  were  more 
generally  distributed  among  wholesalers,  retailers,  and  manufac- 
turers using  sirup  as  one  of  their  raw  materials.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  last  three  columns  of  Table  5  show  comparative  figures  for 
the  date  of  the  Survey  and  for  January  1,  1917.  These  figures 
indicate  that  the  cane  sugar  and  sirup  mills  and  sugar  refineries 
held  only  about  four-fifths  as  much  sirup  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
as  they  did  one  year  earlier,  while  the  warehouses  held  only  about 
one-half  the  stocks  held  by  them  one  year  earlier.  The  wholesale 
dealers  reported  a  more  moderate  decrease  in  stocks.  The  bakers, 
the  confectioners,  the  brewers  and  the  retail  dealers,  on  the  other 
hand,  all  reported  increases  in  stocks  on  hand.  The  stocks  of  all 
classes  of  business  combined  showed  a  net  increase  of  6.1  per  cent. 
The  comparative  holdings  of  sirup  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  in 
detail  by  geographic  divisions  as  well  as  by  states  in  Table  7,  and 
the  relative  holdings  of  the  important  classes  of  business  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  8.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  MOLASSES. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  molasses  reported  in  the  Survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  26,578.706  gallons.  Nearly  55  per 
cent  of  these  holdings  were  reported  by  cane  sugar  and  sirup  mills 
and  sugar  refineries.  Wholesale  dealers  reported  15.9  per  cent  of 
the  total,  and  retail  dealers,  14.6  per  cent.  The  warehouses  reported 
only  3.8  per  cent;  the  bakers,  3  per  cent;  and  the  confectioners, 
less  than  1  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  a  little  more 
than  7  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
stocks  reported  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  first  column 
of  Table  9.  The  stocks  reported  by  the  main  classes  of  business 
are  also  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  9. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  molasses  is  shown  in 
Table  10. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

More  than  two-thirds  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  molasses,  or 
16,283,337  gallons,  were  reported  from  the  West  South  Central 
division,  and  97  per  cent  of  these  stocks  were  reported  from  Louisi- 
ana. The  geographic  divisions  ranking  second  and  third,  respec- 
tively, namely,  the  East  North  Central  and  the  Middle  Atlantic, 
reported  only  about  two  and  one-half  million  gallons  each.  The 
geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  reported  is  shown  in  detail, 
by  states  as  well  as  by  geographic  divisions,  in  Table  11,  and  is 
also  shown  graphically  by  geographic  divisions  in  Diagram  10.  The 
stocks  of  molasses  reported  for  the  12  most  important  states  are 
shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  11.  The  latter  diagram  brings 
out  clearly  the  predominance  of  Louisiana  as  a  holder  of  molasses. 
The  bulk  of  the  stocks  in  this  state  were  reported  by  cane  sugar  and 
sirup  mills  and  sugar  refineries.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  holdings  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1, 
1917,  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  9,  and  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  12.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  cane  sugar  and 
sirup  mills  and  sugar  refineries  held  more  than  twice  as  much 
molasses  on  January  1,  1918,  as  they  did  on  January  1,  1917.  The 
wholesale  and  rptail  dealers  both  reported  slightly  smaller  stocks 
and  the  warehouses  reported  stocks  less  than  one-half  as  large  as 
those  held  by  them  a  year  earlier.  These  decreases,  however,  only 
partially  offset  the  increase  shown  by  the  mills  and  refineries.  The 
total  stocks  of  all  classes  of  business  combined  on  the  date  of  the 
survey  were  30.7  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  one  year  earlier.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  HONEY. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  honey  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  12,289,334  pounds.  More  than  45 
per  cent  of  these  stocks  were  reported  by  wholesale  dealers,  and 
28.4  per  cent  by  retail  dealers.  The  warehouses  held  4.1  per  cent 
of  the  total;  the  bakers,  7.1  per  cent;  and  the  confectioners  5.4 
per  cent,  the  remainder  being  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
concerns.  The  holdings  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business, 
as  well  as  by  various  subdivisions  of  the  main  classes,  are  shown  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  13.  while  the  relative  importance  of  the 
stocks  reported  by  the  different  classes  is  indicated  by  Diagram  13. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  stocks  of 
honey  is  shown  in  Table  14.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  Middle  Atlantic  states  reported  larger  stocks  of  honey  than 
any  other  group  of  states,  the  East  North  Central  division  ranking 
second,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and  the  West  North  Central 
division  fourth.  Table  15  shows  the  stocks  reported  by  each  class 
of  business,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states.  A  reference  to 
this  table  shows  that  the  stocks  of  honey  reported  from  the  Middle 
Atlantic  states  were  held  very  largely  in  the  state  of  New  York; 
that  of  those  in  the  East  North  Central  division,  a  considerable 
part  were  in  the  state  of  Ohio;  and  that  those  of  the  Pacific  division, 
as  would  naturally  be  expected,  were  reported  very  largely  by  the 
state  of  California.  The  distribution  of  these  stocks  by  geographic 
divisions  is  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  14,  while  the  stocks 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in 
similar  form  in  Diagram  15.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  stocks  of  honey  held  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared 
with  those  of  a  year  earlier,  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in 
the  last  three  columns  of  Table  13,  and  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  16.  These  figures  indicate  that 
among  the  different  classes  of  business  reporting,  only  the  confec- 
tioners held  larger  stocks  of  honey  on  January  1,  1918,  than  a 
year  earlier.  The  other  classes  of  business  all  reported  smaller 
stocks.  The  total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  amounted  to  72.6  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  hand  a  year 
earlier.  The  comparative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown 
graphically  by  classes  of  business  in  Diagram  16.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CANDY. 

The  stocks  of  candy  reported  for  all  classes  of  commercial  con- 
cerns on  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  114,482,359  pounds.  Of 
this  amount  the  confectioners  held  52.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale 
dealers,  13.5  per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  29.6  per  cent.  The 
remainder,  amounting  to  4.2  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous 
group.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business,  as  well  as 
by  subdivisions  of  some  of  the  main  classes,  are  shown  in  tbe  first 
column  of  Table  17.  The  stocks  held  b\  the  different  classes  of 
business  are  also  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  17. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  stocks  of 
candy  is  shown  in  Table  18.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  candy  reported  are  shown,  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states,  for  each  class  of  business,  in  Table  19.  The  figures  in 
this  table  indicate  that  the  East  North  Central  division  reported 
larger  tota'  stocks  of  candy  than  any  other  division.  In  fact,  consid- 
erably more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  stocks  for  the  entire  country 
were  reported  from  the  states  comprising  this  division.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported,  and  theWest  North 
Central  division  third.  A  further  study  of  the  table  shows  that 
New  York  reported  more  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division;  that  Illinois  reported  more  than  one-third  of  the 
stocks  in  the  East  North  Central  division;  and  Minnesota,  more 
than  one-third  of  the  stocks  in  the  West  North  Central  division. 
The  stocks  of  candy  reported  from  each  geographic  division  are 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  18,  while  Diagram  19  shows  the 
stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

The  comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917, 
are  shown  by  classes  of  business  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table 
17.  These  stocks  are  also  shown,  by  geographic  divisions  and  states, 
in  Table  20.  The  confectioners  reported  smaller  stocks  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey  than  for  a  year  earlier,  the  decrease  amounting  to 
nearly  13  per  cent.  The  wholesale  dealers,  taken  as  a  group,  also 
reported  smaller  stocks,  while  the  retail  dealers  show  a  slight 
increase.  The  total  stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  94.1 
per  cent  of  those  on  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the 
two  dates  are  shown  graphically  for  confectioners,  wholesale  dealers, 
and  retail  dealers  in  Diagram  20.

The  commercial  stocks  of  tapioca,  sago,  cornstarch  and  other  food  ^^=^^= 
starches  reported  for  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
72.931,213  pounds.  Of  this  total,  the  manufacturers,  the  wholesale 
dealers  and  the  retail  dealers  each  held  not  far  from  one-fourth. 
The  warehouses  held  15.1  per  cent;  the  confectioners,  6.6  per  cent; 
and  the  miscellaneous  group.  7.3  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by 
each  class  of  business  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21, 
while  the  relative  importance  of  the  holdings  of  each  group  of  con- 
cerns is  indicated  by  Diagram  21. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  food  starches 
is  shown  in  Table  22.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  holdings  of  food  starches  are  shown,  by  states  as  well  as  by 
geographic  divisions,  for  each  class  of  business,  in  Table  23.  The 
distribution  of  these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  represented 
graphically  in  Diagram  22.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division,  it  will 
be  noticed,  reported  24.768.228  pounds,  or  more  than  one-third  of 
the  stocks  in  the  entire  country,  and  of  this  amount  the  state  of 
New  York  reported  nearly  five-eighths.  The  East  North  Central 
division  ranked  second,  and  the  West  North  Central  division,  third. 
In  the  first  of  these  two  divisions,  the  state  of  Illinois  reported  over 
three  times  as  much  as  any  other  state  in  the  group,  while  in  the 
West  North  Central  division  the  state  of  Iowa  reported  more  than 
twice  as  much  as  any  other  state. 

Diagram  23  shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  of  food  starches 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  commercial  holdings  of  food  starches  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are  shown  by  classes  of  business 
in  the  last  part  of  Table  21,  and  by  states  and  geographic  divisions 
in  Table  24.  From  these  tables  it  may  be  seen  that  while  the 
manufacturers  and  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  decreased  stocks, 
the  other  more  important  classes  of  business  reported  larger  stocks  for 
January  1,  191S,  than  for  a  year  earlier.  The  warehouses  showed 
the  largest  increase,  their  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  survey  being 
155.3  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  held  by  them  one  year  earlier. 
The  total  commercial  holdings  of  food  starches  on  January  1,  1918, 
were  9.1  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  rela- 
tive stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic  form,  by  classes 
of  business,  in  Diagram  24.
